Prof. Frazer, from the Committee Dr. Kane’s proposed 
Expedition the Arctic regions, reported Memorial Con- 
gress that subject, which the Committee recommend for 
adoption the Society. The Memorial was read, considered 
and adopted, and was ordered signed the proper 
cers and forwarded both Houses Congress. 

The Rev. Dr. Boardman exhibited the Society specimen 
rock-crystal, from the Alps, unusual clearness and beauty. 
cut and polished graceful form and manner. Length, 

Judge Kane referred the experimental trial the calo- 
ric-engine vessel, recently made New York. had 
been assured gentlemen who were board the vessel, 
clipper-built ship about 2000 tons burthen, that the engine, 
first trial, and under unfavourable circumstances, pro- 
pelled the vessel rate more than six miles per hour: the 
maximum speed, with the wind, was fifteen miles per hour.

This picture the moon, small is, being only inches long, 
broad, perfectly distinct that all the well known localities 
the line partial illumination, where the shadows are more fully 
projected, can easily recognised. 

tracing this line from north south, notice the dark plain 
Mare Imbrium, the fully developed ring-mountains Archimedes, 
Aristillus and Autolycus, with the whole group lying within the curve 
the Apennines, whose dark shadows are contrasted with the en- 
lightened side the range. Continuing nearly the same meri- 
dian, south the equator, the large circular expanse Ptolemy, 
united Alphons, and Arzachel with its central hills, are all finely 
indicated while Hipparchus, and the surrounding pit-forma- 
tions which exist throughout these mountain regions, form almost 
beautiful display when viewed through the telescope. The effect 
much increased when the picture viewed through low magni- 
fying power.

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Mr. Dubois laid before the Society specimen Australian 
gold, grains, from Mount Alexander. 


Until within few months, specimen gold from Australia 
could obtained the mint, except sending the London mar- 
ket. Recently, however, there have been four parcels brought hi- 
ther for coinage, amounting about $14,000. The sample herewith 
shown from one those parcels, and from the well-known min- 
ing district Mount Alexander, about miles north Port Phi- 
lip, and 500 miles south-west from Sydney. grains are quite 
different shape from those California, being more globular 
shot-like; and the proportion accompanying oxide iron, and 
extraneous substances, found less the loss melting. 
That loss scarcely exceeds per cent. the average, while the 
best shipments gold from California will average double that loss. 
There also conspicuous difference the amount silver alloy 
present. particles from Australia varied from 960 966 thou- 
sandths fineness; the California gold may said average 875 
885; making difference favour the Australian gold, 
about ten percent. value. 

The value the latter, the unmelted grains, may stated 
$19.67 per ounce; after melting, twenty dollars per ounce, within 
few cents.

portion the sealing wax, which, during the sealing, had run into 
the jar and yet adhered the stopper, was discolored the outer 
surface, but perfectly fresh inside, and was found consist nothing 
but the ordinary resinous matters and (sulphuret mer- 
cury), without oxide lead earthy outside left 
incineration more ash, which effervesced with acids. 
Traces thin layer sealing wax having been secured the molt- 
state between the stopper and the neck the jar, and its subse- 
quent removal the infiltration, that the stopper now fits further 
the neck than when the jar was the cavity. This known corre- 
sponding stains both the ground surfaces the joint. The water 
the jar became almost entirely absorbed the removal the papers 
from it. What was left it, would not filter clear, had feeble alka- 
line reaction litmus, contained only traces sulphuric acid and 
lime, did not blacken metallic silver, {the jar was not opened exa- 
mined till about ten days after its yielded first precipi- 
tate with nitrate silver, but after some time dark brown, and the 
solution assumed dark blood red colour. The corrosion the 
coins was therefore mainly ascribed the sulphur the glue
